.r Industry lliat Has Developed 


on tho Calabratn Co,i«t. 
p 


The principal mother-of-pearl fisher- 


ies of today are scattered about in va- 
rious parts of tfee world, and the best 
known are perhaps those of Ceylon, 
Queensland, tbe Torres straits, the 
Bay of Panama, Juticori'n, on the Coro- 
Dandel coast, and the Calabrian coast 
of Italy. It was only aSxiut ten years 
ago that a company was formed in 
Italy lor the special purpose of culti- 
vating the mother-of-pearl fisharies in 
Italy, and at the head of it was placed 
Signer .Comba, the distinguished Ital- 
ian naturalist, who has made the peari 
oyster a special subject of research. 
In I860 Signor Comba began his in- 
vestigations on the cause and forma- 
tion of pearls and a faw years later he 
obtained the sum of 20,000 francs from 
the Italian government to build .an 
acquariua at Tarin, where he inig&t 


on his experiments on a larger 


scale. Shortly afterward th* late Vic- 
tor Eraaaucl II. appointed Signor Com- 
ha diraetor of the royal zoological gar- 
dee of Turin, wJiere he obtained 
per- 


mission to construct two n«w aquari- 
ums, to which he transferred his oys- 
ters. Finally It was decided to estab- 
lish the industry on the Calabrian 
coast. .To further develop the fisheries 
it is EOW proposed to acquire 10,000 
poarl oysters, of which £00 -will b« set 
aside for breeding purposes.
